A falling off in the criminal litigation Ballia district, there has been a considerable falling 
—s off in criminal litigation, attended with a decrease in

Legal Practitioners Act Amendment menting upon the Legal Practitioners Act Amend-— 
= ment Bill, observes that the Bill empowers the High 
Court, the Sessions Judge and the Commissioner to suspend or dismiss a pleader, 
mukhtdér or revenue agent on the mere receipt of information to the effect that he | 
accepts legal business through a da/al or law-tout, or gives gratification for procuring 
such business, the orders of the Judge being subject to appeal to the High Court. 
The burden of proving the charge to be false will lie on the accused pleader or 
mukhtér. The High Court vakils and barristers-at-law will be exempt from the 
operation of these provisions. The Sessions Judges as a rule are not well disposed 
towards pleaders who check them in their arbitrary proceedings and do not allow 
them to dispose of cases with undue haste. Pleaders are an eye-sore to the police 
and are not much liked by court officials for obvious reasons. Again, the pleader of 
one party to a suit is simply hated by the other party. The pleaders being surrounded 
by enemies on all sides and their suspension or dismissal depending on a mere com- 
plaint to the Sessions Judge, it may easily be perceived that they will lose all their 
independence and wiil be unable to protect the rights and interests of their clients 
and the cause of justice will also suffer. Indeed if the Bill becomes law they will 
make a point of gaining the good-will of the Judges and the police in utter dis- 
regard of their clients’ interests. The exemption of the High Court vakils and 
barristers from the operation of the Bill does not appear to be quite intelligible. 
There should be one and the same Jaw for all classes of legal practitioners. Again, 
the imposition of burden ot proof on pleaders as to their-innocence is opposed to the | 
provisions of section 102 of the Indian Evidence Act. It is to be hoped the 


Supreme Legislature will fully consider the evil consequences of the measure before 


it passes it.
